The law is in reality a second 
emancipation proclamation, freeing thousands of boys and 
girls from servitude second only to lhat suffered by the col- 
ored race before the Civil war. "There will still be child labor 
in places, bul as goods manufactured by this labor will he ex- 
cluded from inlcVslale commerce (he volume of such labor 
will be very greatly reduced.

This is well. There is labor enough to operate the manu- 


facturing plants of the country without invading the ranks of 
(he children, who have a right to grow up as sound and strong 
men and women, something which it is dillicctlt, if not impos- 
sible, lo do within factory walls. 
Thc stales that long ago 


abolished child labor arc the mosl prosperous in spile of the 
unfair competition Ihcy have had -to meet, and Ihe stales lhal 
musl now give il. up in conformity lo the federal law will soon 
tind lhal they have been benefited rather than injured. They 
will learn that the wealth and-welfarc of a community cannot 
be measured by the yard and will soon be rejoicing in, rnlhcr 
than decrying, the change thai h;is come lo them through one 
of the most beneficent of laws. The men who have carried r.,,,i ,n 
this legislation to a successful conclusion have fought a good 
fight. 
They have championed the cause of humanity and
